U.S. Agriculture secre- 
tnry-[Ji , fiigijjjlc , I John Block, 
delighted supporters unrl 
appeased some critics lust 
week in his formal debut on 
Captol Hillduring confirma- 
tion hearings before the 
U.S. Senate Agriculture 
Committee, according to 
CNS. 

The Galesburg, ill., hog 
farmer deftly fielded ques- 
tions from the most, liberal 
Democrat to the /most 
reactionary Republican on 
the committee and when the 
question became too spec- 
fic, such os which areas of 
the USDA budget he would 
cut, he declined to answer. 

Block was endorsed by e 
long list of congressmen, 
producer organizations and 
commodity groups. 

Representatives from the

Carter to renew 
Soviet grain halt 


The Carter administra- 
tion has decided to renew 
the U.S. grains CMnhargo 
against the Soviet Union, 
although they believe the 
embargo technically did not 
expire on its Jan. 7 
anniversary date, according 
to Commodity News Service 

(CNffy. 

There is no doubt that 
current export restrictions 
against the USSR will ho 
maintained, government 
sources said. 

When Carter halted ex- 
ports of U.S. commodities to 
tho Soviet Union in retalia- 
tion for its invasion of 
Afghanistan, he invoked 
different sections of tho 
Export Administration Act 
to embargo technical and 
agricultural goods.

Public comment is being 
sought on several proposed 
changes in packers and 
stockyard program regula- 
tions, including a proposed 
increase in the amount of 
bonds required of dealers 
buying and selling live- 
stock, reports CNS. 

Other proposed changes 
include a reduction in the 
information required for 
annual reports submitted by 
livestock dealers and mar- 
ket agencies, Another 
USDA proposal is to allow 
custodial accounts for ship- 
pers' proceeds to be kept in 
savings accounts.

3t.

on the efficiency of the 
operation and cost of 
facilities.

Feeder Assn, speaker predicts 
more stimulation, leaner beef 


The l>c*c*f industry is 
changing! So said Thomas 
Sparks, manager nf Held 
Beef Industries, as ho spoke 
in the North Dakota Feeders 
Assn, recently in Fargo. 

For openers, electrical 
stimulation in slaughter 
animals is a coining trend. 
An electric current is 
applied tn the carcass after 
slaughter and bleeding, 
while the tissue is still 
sensitive to electricity. 

This results in more 
tender beef as muscle 
constriction occurs more 
rapidly. 

“Necessary equipment is 
readily available. It is a 
simple, inexpensive step 
easily added to our opera- 
tion," Spnrks snid. 

Sparks believes by using 
electrical stimulation, that 
overcfifislriction of the 
muscle is eliminated nnd 
thus extra ful cover will not 
he necessary. He believes 
that lean, lender beef is the 
product of the future. 

Lighter carcasses are 
another good bet. Proces- 
sors prefer a 500 lb. carcass 
because it is eHsier to 
handle than an 800 lb. 
carcass. 

Lean beef is also more 
economical for a family of 
four, as the purchaser will 
almost always buy four 
smalt steaks instead of four 
large steaks, 

Smaller weight carcasses 
are ideal for small stores, 
where you can fabricate the 
carcasses into any size of 
steaks and roasts according 
to how the consumer wants 
them cut. 

But. producers need 


incentives, to produce the 
type of animal that consum- 
ers desire. Otherwise the 
change to producing lean 
beef will take longer. 

The introduction of many 
exotic breeds means that 
more 800 lb. carcasses will 
be marketed. The exotic 
breeds don 1 have high 
quality carcasses until they 
reach higher weights. 

The exotic breeds have 
leaner carcasses at higher 
weights as they lay down 
more muscle tissue and are 
not overly fat. 

The small 500 lb . carcass- 
es are ideal for cattle that 
finish out light. So where 
you finish cattle out at 
depends on the curcuss size. 

It is more economical to 
process these exotic breeds’ 
800 lb. carcasses than to 
process 500 Ih, carcasses ns 
much more tmnmge can go 
through the plant per day of 
800 lb. carcasses. 

Sparks pointed out that 
the merchandising of beef 
has been all but nonexis- 
tent. Beef is and has been 
the preferred meat in our 
culture. This is such a busic 
fact that we have depended 
on our product to sell itself. 

“The consumer wants 
and prefers beef, buL at 
relatively competitive 
prices. Gradually our mar- 
ket share is being lost to 
other competitors. We must 
look to improved, innova- 
tive and sophisticated me- 
thods of merchandising. ' ' 

There will be more frozen 
meal marketed too. A much 
better quality product can 
be produced more cheaply, 
by portion cutting the 

mbs} wmr 


carcass at a central distribu- 
tion point, freezing the cuts 
and then shipping them out 
from that point. 

Freezing meat will elimi- 
nate bacterial problems and 
many transportation prob- 
lems associated with fresh 
meat. Only freezer space 
will he needed, eliminating 
refrigeration and cooling 
space.

While price was one 
consideration of puopln who 
were reducing their meat 
consumption, Hicks said, 
another factor was the 
diel/health issue. 

“Tho authors of the 
'Dietary Goals’ and other 
similar reports, who recom- 
mend lliul Americans dras- 
tically reduce animal food 
consumption, base that 
recommendation on the 
premise that the nation's 
health is deteriorating," 
Hicks said. "That simply is 
not true." 

Hicks pointed out that 
Americans ore living long- 
er, there ' h less infant and 
maternal death and we're 
closer to our genetic 
jw tent ml in Btature than 
ever before in history. Tn 
addition, ilie rale of heart 
diseuso deaths has been 


dropping— even during the 
years the consumption of 
red meats was increasing. 

"All the concern over 
animal foods and heart 
disease is still a matter of 
hypothesis, and yet the 
American people have been 
led to belive that animal 
foods cause heart disease," 
Hicks said. She said the 
cause or causes of heart 
disease are unknown, and 
thure is no proof that 
lowering one's dietary 
cholesterol intake will lower 
one’s chances of dying from 
heart disease. 

"There’s no sound rea- 
son not to eat a moderate 
nmount {of red meal)," 
Hicks said. "It has been a 
part of our diet for cuiituriea 
and should continue to be a 
key part of our diet far many 
more years to come. ' ’

Shipments of agricultural 
commodities were restrict- 
ed because of foreign policy 
nnd notional security rea- 
sons, while exports of Borne 
technical goods were halted 
from foreign policy reasons 
only. 

As the While House 
lawyers hnve interpreted 
the act, an embargo 
imposed for foreign policy 
reuse ns must he re-justified 
and renewed annually. An 
embargo imposed for na- 
tional socurity roasons 
remains in effect until a 
president ini order abolishes 
11. 

Thus, the grains embargo 
technically need not be 
reviewed, since its was 


imposed for foreign policy 
and national security rea- 
sons. But, as USDA General 
Counsel Daniel Marcus 
pointed out, the administra- 
tion haB followed all of the 
foreign policy procedures 
with respect to tho grains 
emhargo, including submit- 
ting a report to Congress on 
the reasons for imposing it. 

President Jimmy Carter 
has delegated his authority 
to renew all U.S. export 
restrictions to Commerce 
Secretary Phillip Klutznick. 

The ultimate Fate of the 
grains emhargo in 1981 will 
be up to the Reagan 
administration after Presi- 
dent-elect Ronald Reagan is 
inaugurated Jan. 20.

Analyst predictions: 
heavy future runs 

DESPITE A SHARP RALLY in live catllf futures prices 
last week there appears to be u lid nn where hull) futures 
and cash cattle prices will go. According to trade sources in 
a CNS report, there should be heavy runs, including some 
"tax entile." and a persistant yield-grade 4 problem in the 
Corn Belt. 

A relatively mild winter thus far hus led to fuster-than- 
ex peeled weight gains and hus blunted projections Hi nit he 
over fed backup would be erased by the New Year. 

These problems in the cash cattle and dressed b'*of 
trades should limit advances, particularly in the nearby 
contracts. An additional blockage to upside movement in 
cattle futures prices will be a resistance lino showing up on 
technicians’ charts in the $G8 per cwt. for February. This 
technical resistance apparently held firm Inst week. 

The mid- December collapse in the hog contracts lasted 
nine days instead of three days, and affected nearly ail 
futures exchanges, including grains, financial instruments, 
precious metals and livestock.

Replacement heifers critical to herd 


“If n protltu'vr hnjM-a lo 
keep h high roprutiuclive 
rate in hia herd, his 
roplufemunl licifprs art* 
critically imporLonl," suya 
Ron Pnrker, extension cattle 
breeding specialist for Now 
Mexico Stale University. 

“Achieving maximum re- 
productive efficiency in a 
herd is not easy and proper 
management of replace- 
ment heifers is the first step 
in this direction,’ ' Parker 
says. 

It's important that re- 
placement heifers entering 
the herd gel off on the right 
foul. Replacement heifers 
that calve late the first time 
will tend tn do so every year. 
This happens because the 
gestation length is long, 
280-286 days. First cnlf 


heifers require more time 
after calving In rebreed tint 11 
mature cows, the NMSU 
specialist says. 

“Thu best way Id 
compensate for this is to 
start breeding yearling 
replacement heifers 20 days 
earlier than the rest of the 
cow herd," says Parker. 
Hc-ifers must reach puberty 
by 14 months lo use this 
technique. 

Parker notes that in many 
herds, a few heifers will 
begin to cycle at a very early 
age. Some may even need to 
he separated from bull 
calves and herd hulls Lo 
prevent conception at loo 
early an age. 

However, the specialist 
emphasizes that just ns 


ninny le-ifers may n«l reach 
puberty until much Inter. If 
heifers ol a particular breed 
lined III weigh GOD Ih*. to 
insure cycling at hi in l. c # 
months, then each indivi- 
dual heifer in the herd 
needs In weigh 600 lbs. If n 
group of hc-ifers averages 
600 Ihs., thin means that 
only about half weigh over 
600 lbs., while the other half 
weighs under 600 lbs. 

“If 600 lbs. is the target 
weight for heifers of a 
particular hrc-ed, then it is 
easy to sec* that calves 
weighing only 400 lbs. at 
weaning must gain twice ns 
fast ns calves weighing 500 
lbs. if they are to reach the 
600 lb. target weight by the 
beginning of the bn-eding 
season, 1 * Pnrker says.
